WORK WANTED 


The announcement of a stiff increase in health 
service charges in Britain serves as a not-so-gentle 
reminder that that country’s much acclaimed “free” 
national health service is not so free after all. 

It never has been, of course. When first intro¬ 
duced by the Labour government a dozen years ago 
it was estimated to cost $356 million a year; in the 
first year of operation it actually cost about $953 
million. Costs have risen steadily until it now costs 
about $1.8 billion a year. 

Financed largely out of general tax revenues (one 
reason why Britons are still among the world’s most 
heavily taxed peoples), the 1951 Labour government 
nevertheless saw fit to impose charges for drug pre¬ 
scriptions and such things as spectacles, dentures and 
hospital accommodation. 

All these charges are now again being consider¬ 
ably increased and in some cases doubled. 

It may well be that Britons wouldn't be without 
their national health service. But please, let no one, 
here or there, call it “free.” 

They are in fact now paying for it not once but 
three times over. They pay for it through income tax; 
they pay for it (in part) in the form of a basic charge 
included in the cost of the weekly national insurance 
stamp, which amount is deducted from the pay cheque 
of every working man and woman; and they pay for 
it (indigents excepted) as and when they pay the 
newly announced increased charges for prescriptions 
and the higher prices for the various other items pro¬ 
vided under the scheme. 

In Canada, where, seemingly, all parties now 
favor (or, at any rate are not opposed to) the intro¬ 
duction of a British-type national health service at 
no distant date, it does no harm to note all this. 

A people, of course, can vote themselves a na¬ 
tional health service or anything else. But it is an 
advantage to realize in advance that government- 
operated plans are no more “free” than private (and
